8eed Bed I* Often Source of Infection 


and Greatest Pain* Should Be 


Taken to Insure Healthy Plant* 


—Use Lime. Freely. 


(Prepared by the t'nltoil States Depart- 


nient of Agriculture.> 


Cabbage diseases which have been 


known to destroy practically entire 
crops nre preventable in the main by 
wimple methods of plant Siinitatloii. 
Crop rotntion Is one of the chief foes 
of these diseases. Rotations should be 
practiced, avoiding crops winch belong 
to the cabbage family, such as cault- 
flower, turnips, Brussels* sprouts, ami 
kale. Keep down mustard and weeds 
which harbor cabbage pests. Drainage 
water nnr] refuse from diseased cab- 
huge fields may carry infection, as will 
stable manure with which diseased ma- 
terlal has been mijiftled. The seed bed 
is often a source of infection, and the 
greatest pains, therefore, should be 
taken to insure healthy plants. Locate 
the seed bed on new ground if pos- 
sible, or sterilize by steam the soil that 
Is used. Disinfect all cubbage seed be- 
fore planting to prevent black-rot and 
black-leg. Cltibroot is avoided by the 
free use of lime and by setting healthy 
plants. 


How Diseases Are Spread. 


Fungous and bacterial diseases nre 


carried from one place to another by 
various means, such ns knsccts, in- 
fected seed, transplanting from nn in- 
fected seed bed to the field, drainage 
water, cabbage refuse and stable niti- 
nnre, farm animals and tools, and 
wind. In view of tlios*> faels the chief 
aim of the farmer should ln> to pre- 
vent, if possible, (lie introduction anil 
distribution of ileslniclive diseases on 
bis farm. 
In order to accomplish (his. 


Foveml precautions should he observed, 
of which the more important are the 
disinfection of seed, the locution and 
care of the seed bed, and crop rotation, 
To disinfect seed, use one ounce of 
formaldehyde (-10 per cent) to two 
gallons of w.'iter, or one teaspoon fill 
to n teacupt'nl of water. 
Sonk the 


seed for 20 minutes in this solution, 
flip In clear water to wush off the for- 
tnaldehydp. apd (lien spread in thin 
layers to dry, stirring If nooded. 


To Disinfect Soil. 


To avoid danger of spreading the 


disease to noninl'ected fields by means 
of the plants from Hie seed bed, the 
following recommendations are made 
for disinfecting (lie soil in which the 
plants nre grown: Sterilization hy 
menus of drain tile laid in the bottom

The Need of Safety. 


This psalm declares! in the second 


verse "they bo many that fight nsainst 
me" and this is echoed by every Chris- 
tian's heart. The world with its in- 
Unite variety of subtle temptations, 
lidding huge stores, of fuel to the pride 
of life, appealing in such crafty ways 
of the Christian's natural self; the 
llesh with- its never-ending tug and 
pull drawing omj in multitudinous 
ways to its desires and the devil with 
his ^unnumbered wiles and devices 
leading into the. avenues which appear 
so good and even religions, which yet 
are the paths toward death. Numer- 
ous indeed are the hosts of enemies. 
Malignant too these enemies are offer- 
ing no quarter, showing no mercy but 
as this psalm stiy.s they "would daily 
su-allow me tip." They are as persist- 
ent as they are numerous and malig- 
nunt. There is no respite from their 
atiacks; they are "lighting daily," con- 
tinually. Surely there is need of safety 
for the Christian in the midst of these 
foes. 


The Time of Safety. 
/ 


Our text says "wlien I cry unto theo, 


then shall mine enemies turn, back." 
In his desire to teach us the Lord 
seems to permit us to go on lighting 
with our own strength, struggling with 
our weakness, striving to win in the 
unequal strife until we come one of old 
to the end of *.'!!' and self's power and 
cry "() wrotchoo! man that I am." 
But 


while he permits this, it is only that he 
may lift us up in victory and makes 
us superior to all the attacks however 
bitter ami hard pressed they may be. 
It luts been well said that "the end 
of self is (!od s beginning'' for "when 
I mn weak then am I strong" 
Strong 


no longer in the power of my own res- 
olutions and the force of my will, but 
strengthened with the might of the 
God who is omnipotent: 
When the 


Christian comes to the end of self, 
with his back to the wall and with a 
realization of his insutticiency, then 
he cries lo the almighty one and finds 
swift deliverance from all his foes. 


The Certainty of Safety. 


The psalmist has had sutlicient ex- 


perience to be assured that this is no 
mere pious and beautiful thought but 
out of the furnace of personal history 
comes the glad confidant ringing cry 
"this I know." The Christian need 
not merely hope for safety with the 
uncertainty of human hope, but with 
the Divine assurance founded on the 
Immutability o£ the eternal power of 
God. "If God bo for us who can l>e 
against us," is the Apostle's word in 
Romans S:.'!!.. ISeyond peradventure, 
without the shadow of doubt the Chris- 
tian may know that when he cries 
unto Ihe Lord, then will his enemies 
turn back. 
-Vot merely because- lie i:* 


a good niim, not because he is a spe- 
cial favorite with high heaven, not 
because lie has some special influence 
with God but because God has said, 
"I will never leave thee, I will never 
fail thee." Relying therefore on the 
omnipotent power and the unbreak- 
able promise of the Almighty God he 
can say "I know." 


The Cause cf Safety. 


The cause or reason of the believer's 


safety does not depend on the believ- 
er's own strvnirth nor ability, but iu 
the simple fnet tliut God is for him, 
God was for him when Christ died for 
him upon the cross. The less is al- 
ways Included in the greater and "He 
that spared not bis own son, but de- 
livered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him freely give us all 
tilings?" llorn. 8::!i.'. 


God was for 
the believer when 


Christ died, he was for the believer 
when salvation was bestowed, ho was 
for him when he was brought into the 
family of Cod and being now one oC 
the. father's children in Christ, God 
will he for him in the time of danger 
to provide safety from all his enemies. 
Oh, that the children of Gorl might 
learn to believe "wlien I cry unto then 
tlnn will mine enemies tuna back: 
this I kuo\v; for Goil ;s for rnu."
